This plan contemplates the for- 


mation of a national Democratic club, 
with state ;rud county' clubs as sub- 
sidiaries, whose duty it will be to re- 
port to the central organization data 
favorable or unfavorable to the na- 
tional ticket. 
It is proposed also that 


these clubs shall poll the voters of 
the United States, and every section 
where th_- feeling is adverse to the 
Dniocratic candidates to send litera- 
ture and speakers. 
The proposition 


regarding the national club promptly 
appealed to Mr. Bryan, who said that 
he would not wait for his visit to Chi- 
cago in a couple of weeks, where he 
is to confer with prominent men of 
the party, but would at once take 
steps to get the national club under 
way. 


Mr. Bryan issued a statement re- 


plying to a circular issued recently by 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers and signed by James W. Van 
Cleave. Mr. Bryan declares that the 
pamphle t of Mr. Van Cleave raises 
two questions. 
First, is there any- 


thing in the labor plank of the Demo- 
cratic 
platform 
to which 
business 


men can justly take exception? And 
second, is the labor question so im- 
portant to business as to justify them 
in ignoring all other issues? Mr. 
Bryan declares that the provision in 
the Democratic platform for the cre- 
ation of a hibor department with a 
cabinet officer at its head can not 
possiblv offend 
business men. 
He 


then says: 


"The platform draws a distinction 


between associations of wage-earners 
organized for the protection of wages 
and the improvement of labor condi- 
tions and 
industrial 
corporations 


which operate In restraint of trade. 
Tho difference between a labor organ- 
ization and a trust" is so apparent 
that no disinterested person will deny 
that they should be treated -separ- 
ately. 
To class the two kinds of,or- 


ganizations together and deal with 
them under one law is bound to do 
injustice to one or the other. Surely 
the business men can have no vital 
concern in including the labor organ- 
izations in the anti-trust laws." 


Mr. Bryan then takes up the plank 


providing for trial by jury in cases of 
indirect contempt. 
Ho insists that 


this can not raise a question of vital 
concern 
to 
business men, because 


every man has a right to a jury trial. 
He continues: 


"But there is another labor plank 


that Mr. Van Cleave probably has in 
mind. This is the plank that declares 
that parties to all judicial proceed- 
ings should be treated with rigid im- 
partiality 
and 
that 
an 
injunction 


should not issue in any case in which 
an injunction would not lie if no in- 
dustrial dispute were involved. 
Do 


the business men insist upon partial- 
ity in judicial proceedings? 
Do they 


insist that the mere fact th-.it there 
is an Industrial dispute should justify 
an injunction? 
That plank does not 


attempt to interfere with the issue 
of an injunction where other condi- 
tions Justify it. but It does oppose 
the issue of an injunction merely for 
the purpose of bringing the court into 
th,> discussion of an 
industrial dis- 


pute. Mr. Van Cleave asserts that his 
plank rouses a class spirit and con- 
stitutes a demand for class favors. 
But this is not true. It Is a declara- 
tion that tho writ o'f injunction should 
no be used for the purpose of cre- 
ating a class or favoring a class. The 
laboring men resent an attempt to 
discriminate against them in favor of 
any other class."

A public spirited man residing i:i 


a city in Missouri nas beon doin^ 
commendable work aloni; this lino, in

ment League of his city. In the year 
1901 ho planted a large i|iian(ity of 
s,eeds of various trees 
in 
nursery 


rows. He carefully tended the young 
seedlings, and, a fe-v ye.irs later, daj; 
them up, labeled them, and tiirnod 
them ovec to the scaool children fie.-, 
upon conditions that they should bo 
planted and cared for. 


Since tlie trees started life with 


the beginning of the present century, 
they were called "century trees", and 
Shis-gave them additional interest. 


Bach child v.'as given printed dir- 


ections, which were headed as fol- 
lows ; 


"Ornament your homos—Plant Cen- 


tury Trees, seedlings of 1901—They 
are living monuments; watch tehri 


. develop—They began 
with the con- 


•tii-.-y, and Ihe century, a-s it. advances, 
, .marks the record of iheir age eyar by 
year". 
, Those who received trees were dir- 
ected to dig holes two foot in diame- 
ter and one and one half feet deep. 
The were told to keep Iho roots of 
the trcos moist and 
covered 
uutl 


planted, to see that all torn ends of 
roots were cut off smoothly, and to 
cut back the s-'de brandies about a 
quarter or tlnd of ther length, or, if 
the tree was a straight shoot without 
branches, to cut back the tin a few 
inches. This pruning was to balance 
the loss of roots in digging up the 
trees. 


In planting the tree, they were told 


to spread tlie roots out into natural 
.position and to sot the tree about an 
inch deeper in the ground than it 
stood in tho nur,«ery; to us,- good. 
rich soil, but to allow no fortili/or or 
mulch to come into direct 
contact 


with the roots; to work tho soil care- 
fully about the roots, and to v.-ater 
the tree plentifully every few days af- 
ter it was set out. and during the dry 
weather of the summe •. 
' *' Five or six thousand trees 
were 


given a-way in this manner.

three trees were given to each child 
who asked for thorn, and almost ev- 
ery child did MX There \vero many 
species, and naturally some died, bu!
